More than 
a ihousaiii] liiited States marine* 
aie encamped on Cuban soil guard- 
iiiK Ameiican property. Half a 
score of . auxiliary naval vessels are 
busy on the aame errand, and thous- 
ands of additional marine and blue- 
jackets are ready to Join their 
rciurades already acting ag guards. 
Jlrhind this great force Is the rest 
of the Atlantic hittlleshiii lleet, 
r. ady to sail for Cuba on a few 
hours' notice, while an expedition- 
ary force of soldiers haa been desig- 
nated by the armjr for poaalble ser- 
vice in Cuba. 

Accurate estimates of the total 
value of American Interests in Cuba 
are dllllcult. It is t)eiicved that the 
Aaterlcui investments of all classes 
(n Cuba to-day aggregate from 
$1.80.000.000 to 1200,000.000. ThU

in Cuba. Spanish holdings In Cuba 
are larger than the American in- 
vestments, while there is a great 
deal of British, French and OanHM 
money Invested there.

It li^ difficult to estimate many of 
these Investments. For e.\ample. It 
would he ne.xt to impossible to trace 
out the capital listed as being In- 
vested in banks, mortgages and the 
like. Loans, bond purchases and 
such forms of investmeaU are like- 
ly to ioae themaelvea In the great 
mase of commerce. Industry and fi- 
nance. Yet the value of investments 
of this sort re-^is. even more than 
mere tan»;ili!o forms, upon the sta- 
bility an.i solvency of the fiovern- 
ment and the maintenance of law 
and order. 

American capital owns the elec- 
tric railway aystem of Cuba, the tel- 
ephone system and most of the eloo- 
trlc liKhttnt; plants. Thefie holdlnga 
are principnily i'l Havana, and have 
been little menaced in the present 
troubled state oi aiTalrg In Cuba. 

Similarly the great tobacco com- 
paniea, the cigar and cigarette fao- 
toriea, require little or no attentloa 
from either the United States Gov- 
ernment or that of Cuba. They are 
located principally in the cities, and 
Jhe tobacco Krouing dislri. ta have 
not yet been . aftetted by the uegro 
leheiiion. — Washington Cor. New 
York Sun.

At (his town our people 
have a splendid flour mill which has 
proven quite a good fblng tor tbe 
aMmbersbip, as they have been able 
to buy flour :anil Teed ilipePt tfrem 
the mill in iiiiiiiy (uses in car-load 
lots, which has saved to (he mem- 
bership quite a lot of money. 

Thia In many respects to a great 
State. « The great, broad prairies, 
aiHtSaa up 'Into (he (boHaaada of 
nice tortile 'faran, 'is sorely qillte a 
fascinating st^ht to one accustomed 
to the small hillside farms of our 
part of W'estrrn Kentucky. Here, 
where there ia nothing lo do to start 
farming evcapt to get up your 
egdipment .-and go to plowing; 
where nearly all klads ot farm 
awfk 'to 'dOM by BMeblaary apon 
wbMb (be ^operators eaa tide while 
tbey do -their work. Is surely quite 
a dilferent proposition -to -what a 
great majoriry of oirr KoMadky 
farmers are up agahiat. 

And tbe naSNa «n lawily very 
p a wap tlbia to aaiy «m traveling 
oavr ittto oountry, Tbe ■eompara- 
dvely flne farm .bu'tldtngs, the great 
amount of live stoi^k tliat can be 
seen lu the pasturee, a-nd the seem- 
ingly general era of prosperity, the 
much more even diBtribution of the 
weahh produced among the people, 
an latteat tbe fact that lamflng la 
mueb mora protttabW bora tban' la 
many ot tbe Stataa CaiCbei Wovtk. 
Here It seems fhat automebnes are 
more plentiful than are hugg'ies in 
many counties in Kentndcy. 

The iTops as a rule were noi so 
good as usual in this State In IIUl. 
yet we hear acarcely any mention of | 
scarcity of money on that account. 
Cropa here this aaaaon so far are I 
flne except cora.wbleb la ratber late, ' 
owing to too much rain and the un- 
usually cool weather that has con- 
tinued nntll the last few days. | 

Summer seems to be comlni; in 
reality now, and as a result of the 
warmer weather, tbe rye and hay 
harveats will be ushered In In a few 
days. Tbera to a great acarelty of 
farm laborers here and la fact all 
over this North-weet country. As a 
result, farm wages are much hiKher 
here than in Kentucky. The lonp. 
cold winters of this Xorth-west sec- 
tion of our country seem to me to 
be one of its greatest drawbacks, 
yet the temperature here la winter 
is mueb aiora aattona tbaa further 
South, tba wlatara aia dfy and 
therefore there to ao Bad nor slush 
to eontend with — some of tbe things 
that make out* Kentucky winters 
very disagreeable and unhealthy. 
With the good farm bulldlnga and 
an abundance of feed (or atock that 
la ao common here, I really believe 
the people paaa tba wiatwa more 
coalartobly tbaa ta mm* Souther- 
ly SUtea. 

The price of farm lands in this 
State runs from about $10 per acre 
In \he cut-over lands of Northern 
IMinnesota to 1120 for tbe well Im- 
proved farms of tbe Sovftbern part 
ot t|ie State..

The new hunting law went Into 
effect recently, and it Is now un- 
lawful to hunt without » license ex- 
cept on your own pri misos, owned 
or leased. The law also applies to 
seining, trapping or dynamiting 
flsh. The penalty Is a fine or Im- 
prisonment, or both, and the confle- 
eatton of the outllts captured. Rea- 
Ident hunters that have lived in the 
State twelve months prccedlnfT, may 
obtain a ll'.ense by payint; $1. N'on 
residents must pr.y $1'.. They are 
Issued by the county clerks on prop- 
er application, who will furnish 
blanks for the purpoee. 

All persons hunting without a li- 
cense in possession, ready to be ex- 
hibited to aiivoiie demanding same, 
will be siilijiit to tin'' of not less 
than $1" nor inoie than !?-''. l-i- 
cpnses are not transferable. Any 
person who shsll raalce to an officer 
authorised to iuue hunting license, 
a false statement, or change or alter 
his ii<rn!<e In any manner, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
$.-(( or i«or.- th.m $2(Mi to which 
may be added imprisunment in the 
county Jail.

The Stanley Committee showed that 
the workers In the blaat tarnacea 
of the steel mills — the aseoad most 
highly protected Industry — work IS 
hours a day, seven days a week and 
are miserably treated and under- 
paid. 

And now comes the most damn- 
ing revelations of all In the re|>ort 
Of the New York Bute Factory In- 
vestigating Commisaion .ahowing 
that there are SM.OOO women at 
work In the highly protected fac- 
toins ot .New York Ciiy, and that 
the average wa^e of these women 
toilers is The proi)rietors of 

the factories told the Investigators 
time and again that they "use wo- 
men In place of men whererw pos- 
sible, as they are cheaper and do 
not strike for hotter wacaa or con- 
ditions." 

The report of this commission 
has been gone over and substantiat- 
ed by Independent Investigators 
paid by a big New York newspaper. 
Here are some of tho waya the fac-

The Court of Appeals has decided 
the constitutionality of the Compul- 
sory State Primary Law passed by 

the last General Assembly, and elec- 
tions under its provisions will be 
held on the first Saturday in Aug- 
ust of this yc;ir tor iiiemtieis of 
Congress, for ceriain judges to till 
vacancies, and for nonilm es for Ap- 
pellate Judge in the SeventbDIstrict. 
I'nder the provisions of tho law, all 
nominations of both political parties 
must be made In the primaries, 
uhii li will he hel'i in AugUSt Of 
each year for the offices to be fllled 
at the November eleetlona of that 
year. 

A haaty reading of the act would 
seem to indicate that the necessary 
safeguards have been thrown 
around the ballot to prevent exten- 
sive fraud. Only a practical test 
can indicate the defects which may 
be rectifled by subsequent enact- 
ments. There is one provision tha» 
should receive an early remedy. A 
candidate desiring to run Independ- 
ently must get twenty per cent o' 
the votes on a petition before I e 
can get on the primary ballot, which 
will be praetleally impoaolbla. This 
(.heuld ba raetlSad at tlia nest ses- 
sion. 

On the whf)If, however, the State 
is to be congratulated on having on 
the statute books a safe and san<> 
primary law.

Not satisfied, Al- 
vls Vaughn, of this place, began to 
investi>;ale the effecfs of certain 
poison i'.rid (ouud that many pois- 
ons produced symptoms similar to 
those which characterised hia fath- 
er's Illness. He wanted a post-mor- 
tem exsmlnation, but fnlf unable to 
meet the expense. By this time 
the case was lieiiiK talked all over 
Monroe and adjoining counties. 
Duiing the last session of the Leg- 
islature Representative \V. S. Smith 
and Senator Scott, from this dis- 
trict, with this case In view, framed 
and sneceeded In paaaing the law 
by which the State pays sll the ex- 
penses of exhuming where those In- 
terested are not able. 

With the aid of the Coroner of 
Monroe and two physicians. Dr. C. 
T. Grinstead. of this place, and Dr. 
0. P, Hamilton, of Gamaliel, the 
remains were exhumed and such 
portions as were heeded were fa- 
moved and sent to the State chemiat 
for analysis. The remains were 
again interred near Oamalkl. in 
Monroe county.

'H. Oorsian. of SUte University, who 
Is State botanist, has been «hoeen 
to prepare i' complete Hat. o^ the 
native trees of Kentucky and to se- 
lect from this list a tree indtgenoUs 
to that particular locality for each 
of the 120 counties of the State, to 
be planted on the State Capitol 
grounds at Frankfort, where it Is 
proposed to form a great arboretum 
typical of the fersotrr wealth of the 
SUte.

F. Hlllemeyer, the noted nursery- 
man; Prof. H. Gorman^ State bot- 
anist, and Joseph W. Porter, secre- 
tary of the Lexington Pairk Com- 
mission, are entitled to credit for 
submitting the svstematic and State- 
wide |)lan to the tree-planting com- 
mission which has received the ap- 
proval of the Governor. It is now 
planned to have everj county in the 
State represented at tka tree plant- 
ing on the Capitol groands provided 
for by the Oamatt rotolution, and 
a suitable day, probably Arbor day, 
will be selected and appropriate 
exercises mark the unique event.

Frankfort, Ky., June t4. — The 

matter of working out the payment 
of Confederate pensions under the 
new Kentucky pension law. is prov- 
ing a most arduous task and there 
will be much delay because of the 
Inmanaa number of applications by 
tha anrrivora of tha Loat Canaa.
